The watered-down controls law, the 
recent increases in prices and wages in 
steel, copper, aluminum and other es- 


sential commodities are already filtering 
down to every household in America. . 


Actually, the full effects are yet to come. 

Food prices increased 1% per cent 
between June 15 and July 15—the big- 
gest jump in history in a similar period 
of time. 

Increases in steel, copper, aluminum 
and other items going into the defense 
projects already have thrown the armed 
forces’ budget for the current siomgs out 
of kilter. 

The recent Congress approved $11,- 
000,000,000, for instance, for aircraft 
procurement. This was considered the 
minimum needed to meet our goal for 
a 143-wing Air Force by mid-1955. 
Price hikes, unforeseen at the time the 
budget was made, have increased the 
cost of this one item of the defense pro- 
gram by 15 per cent. That simply 
means we must appropriate more money 
or we will have less defense—a dan- 
gerous choice whichever way we go. 

If we appropriate more money, taxes 
must be increased or deficit spending 
will become greater—the latter adding 
more fuel to the flames of inflation. 

What is true in aircraft will be true 
throughout the entire defense program. 
The steel strike, higher wages and prices 
in steel and other essential defense in- 
dustries, will be an added burden to 
every citizen. 

Actually, the American public con- 
tinues to be the goat of pressure groups 
and selfish interests out for whatever 
they can get, no matter the cost to the 
nation as a whole. . 

Typical of this type of thinking and 
action is criticism.of OPS Chief Ellis 
Arnall by the: American: Farm Bureau 
Federation, at whose insistence controls 
were lifted from fresh fruits and vege- 
tables and other. farm :commodities. 

Roger Fleming, Federation secre- 
tary-treasurer, says that Arnall’s insist- 
ence on a special session of Congress to 
write a_stronger controls Jaw is a cover- 
up for the government’s’ failure to pre- 
vent inflation. He charges that exces- 
sive federal spending and lax credit.

Unless all 
groups of the American economy start 
working together instead of each for its 
own exclusive and selfish interests, 
American living standards and the 
American economic system eventually 
are headed for a nosedive seldom wit- 
nessed in history. 

We need a little common sense and 
statesmanship on the part of everyone 
if this calamitous plunge is to be pre- 
vented.

A Challenge Lies 
In Raw Materials 


This nation’s raw materials problem 
is not so much one of pending shortages 
as of keeping the cost down to main- 
tain our rate of progress and our stand- 
ard of living. 

So says William S. Paley, chairman 
of the President’s Materials Policy Com- 
mission, in a copyrighted article in 
“U. S. News & World Report.” After 
16 months of research the commission 
which Mr. Paley heads has reported on 
the outlook until 1975. 

In summary, what the commission 
chairman says of that report is this: “We 
are using more raw materials in this 
country than we can produce. That 
means we must import an increasingly 
greater amount. 

The alternative would be trying to 
achieve self-sufficiency by producing 
raw materials at a much greater cost 
than we could buy them abroad. If we 
do that, the price'of the finished prod- 
uct will rise. Progress and our stand- 
ard of living will suffer. 

In his interview with the weekly 
news magazine, Mr. Paley cited an ex- 
ample in bauxite, from which aluminum 
is made. We have high-cost ores, but 
can buy bauxite cheaper outside the 
United States. If we shut off imports 
to use our own, he says we would be 
wasting manpower and capital, 

Of the materials situation, Mr. Paley 
said in conclusion, “It’s not a crisis, not 
an emergency. But it could became both 
if we don't pay attention now to the

done promptly to increase our supplies 
at home and abroad.” 

Involved in the solution of the prob- 
lem are the domestic issues of conser- 
vation and of control, as.in the tidelands 
oil dispute. 

Involved is an expansion of research 
into the materials-research field, the 
training of more technologists who can 
think and work in developing--.new 


“methods of utilizing raw materials and 


of replacing them with a substitute 
when they do give out. 

Involved, too, is foreign policy—re- 
ciprocal trade agreements and lowering 
of tariff walls to let the nations of the 
worid produce that which they can pro- 
duce best and cheapest and to exchange 
that product in a free world mart. 

Last, but not least, there is involved 
the problem of security. Among the 
facets of that problem are keeping the 
sea lanes free, the stockpiles high and 
the synthetics readily available.

SymingtonVictory 
Was No Surprise 


WASHINGTON—President Truman took a 
beating ‘in'the defeat of his choice for the 
Democratie senatorial nomination in the Mis- 
souri primary, but it is unfair to say, as 

some editorial writers 
have asserted, that the 
‘result was a ‘‘stunning re- 
buke’’ to him. 
The President had en- 
dorsed State Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor over 
W. Stuart Symington, who 
has held various posts of 
responsibility under the 
Truman administration. 
Mr. Symington won. the 
: nomination by a margin 
of more than two to one, the voters evi- 
dently not being swayed by the President's 
endorsement. 

It-was not Mr. Truman’s first experience 
in having his choice of a candidate rejected 
by the voters of his home state of Missouri. 
In 1950, Sen. Thomas C, Hennings won the 
party nomination over a man who was pub- 
licly supported by the President. Also he 
lost in 1946 when he endorsed Enos Axtell 
against Rep. Roger Slaughter, though the 
latter was later liquidated in the general 
election. 

But to say that the latest incident con- 
stitutes a rebuke to the White House is, to 
put it mildly, a bit far fetched. Mr. Tru- 
man was merely exercising his right to show 
a preference among the candidates running. 
He took no part in the campaign and did 
not attempt to sway the voters, stating 
merely that he intended to vote for Mr. Tay- 
lor, an old friend and political associate. 

As a matter of fact, there is no reason to 
believe the President is any too disappointed 
over the victory of Mr. Symington, if at all. 
The chances are that he merely felt obli- 
gated to give his endorsement ‘to the other 
man for personal reasons. Mr. Symington 
has held too many important posts under the 
administration’in .Washington for there to be 
any misgivings on the President’s part as to 
his loyalty and fitness. He gave up a suc- 
cessful’ career in business to come to Wash- 
ington in 1945 as surplus property adminis- 
trator;; -Next,, he became secretary of; the 
Air Force and then chairman of the National 


Security Resources Board. Finally, he was 


called in by the President to do a clean-up 
job on the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
after a Senate investigation showed unsavory 
conditions there. 

There can be no doubt that the President 
holds Mr. Symington in the highest regard. 
Incidentally, his one-sided victory in the Mis- 
souri primary shows that the voters are able 
to reeognize merit in a man when he has it. 

Mr. Truman, of course, is not the first 
president to have his endorsement of a can- 
didate turned down. The late President 
Roosevelt tried to purge a number of con- 
gressional leaders who’ refysetl. to go along 
with him- on his programs—notably, Senator 
George of Georgia, Senator Tydings of Mary- 
land and the late’ Sen. Cofton Ed Smith of 
South Carolina. Ali:three were renominated 
and re-elected.

The tavern fills a unique responsibility in this community of the 
midwest where the German and the Pole supply the bulk of the 
ropulation. In the South, the drugstore is the neighborhood gathering 
ground. Up here, it’s the tavern. 


On Sunday morning, while the church bells peal, everything 
else is closed, but the tavern is open. It isn’t at all unusual to walk 
in and find a native and his family gathered around a table 
drinking suds. On Sunday evening, it is impossible to buy so 
much as a three-cent stamp or go to a movie.

At a meeting July 26, the ex- 
ecutive committee deferred action 
in the Kentucky case. It was 
learned authoritatively, however, 
that a decision was reached in 
that meeting that would have de- 
nied Kentucky the privilege of 
playing any of its scheduled op- 
ponents.

As pounds pile on, the upper 
arms tend to accumulate unflat- 
tering fat which sags sadly as 
time goes by. 

The hitch is that most arm 
movements fail to put the tri- 
ceps muscles to work. 

Triceps are brought into ac- 
tion when the elbow is extended 
forcibly as in a punching move- 
ment, also when the arms are* 
used from the position of shoul- 
der level.

By keep- 
ing the radius of the circle very 
small, the triceps are brought 
into action.

He said his group wanted 
to intervene because the Air Line 
Pilots’ Association, which has been 
allowed to intervene, might take. 
a neutral stand on the merger.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11—Early 
gains were shaded today in trading 
on the stock market when selling 
among the rails changed the gen- 
eral direction of prices. Sales in 
the carriers were especially tied 
up with issues of the. petroleum 
companies in which mutual in- 
terests exist. ' 

Early increases ran to a point 
and well beyond but at the close 
the reverse proved true in some 
cases while the composite rate of 
the New York Times Index receded 
by 0.28 point. 

Business on the stock exchange 
proceeded at the tempo of last 
week with transfers at 1,160,000 
shares compared with 1,170,000 
shares last Friday. Dealings were 
concentrated in 1,081 individual] 
stocks. At the close, 395 showed 
inroads, 384 additions and 302 held 
stationary from the previous clos- 
ing mark.

Germs, Not Weather, 
Held Cause of Ills 


Infection is defined as the pro- 
cess of invasion of the tissues by 
disease-producing micro-organ- 
isms which produce injury. Note 
that im this definition nothing is 
said about “weather permit- 
ting.”’ 

I cannot vouch for the sourte 
of the story but it is scientifically 
acceptable. It concerns a class 
in medical school! yawning 
through a lecture on the com- 
mon cold. The instructor, half- 
way through his canned speech 
and noting the disinterest of the 
class, called for volunteers to 
“catch cold” in order to provide 
actual clinical instruction on the 
subject. | 

‘‘Well,”” asked the volunteers, 
how do you catch cold?’’ ‘‘Tsk- 
tsk,’’ responded the instructor, 
“everybody knows how to catch 
cold. Go out and get wet and 
chilled and stand in a draft some- 
where.”’ Ten of the twelve volun- 
teers did just that. The other 
two, with time off for the pur- 
pose, decided to skip the whole 
thing and went to a movie in- 
stead.

It is generally known that the 
nose and throat of perfectly 
healthy persons contain a large 
variety of disease-producing 
germs.

Nev- 
ertheless, most health depart- 
ments insist that a child not be 
allowed to live in a house where 
any one with active tuberculosis 
lives—despite the factors of nu- 
trition and sanitation, good or 
bad, which may affect them. 
Here again the element of CON- 
TACT or close proximity is 
stressed as the factor of impor- 
tance. Even a well nourished 
person in sanitary surroundings 
can be infected by contact.
